Charged soldier to be confined on post

A soldier charged with the 
murder of his 3-year-old 
daughter was released from 
jail on April 4 and confined to 
Fort Campbell on an ankle 
monitor. 

Prior to his arrest, Charles 
Morris, 22, was in the process 
of being discharged from the 


Army for medical reasons. 
When he was arrested for the 
murder of his daughter in 
mid-June, the process was 
placed on hold pending the 
results of the trial. If Morris is 
convicted, he will be released 
from the military. 

Defense Attorney Jack 
Faust told Christian County 
Circuit Court Judge Andrew 
Self that an ankle monitor 


and Fort Campbell supervi¬ 
sion would serve as “suffi¬ 
cient restraints.” 

Commonwealth Attorney 
Lynn Pryor opposed Morris’s 
release and said that just be¬ 
cause he was being released 
to the Army did not mean he 
would be adequately super¬ 
vised while on base. Self 
asked Pryor if she thought 
Morris was a flight risk. 


“I think anyone charged 
with murder is a flight risk,” 
Pryor said. 

While on release, Morris 
will be given regular employ¬ 
ment at Fort Campbell and is 
required to show up for work 
every day. He will stay in a 
barrack set up for occasions 
like this. 

Pryor argued that she was

Pereira to receive DSC on Thursday 


FORT CAMPBELL — Sgt. 
Felipe Pereira will be pre¬ 
sented with the Distinguished 
Service Cross by Gen. Ray 
Odierno, Chief of Staff of the 
Army, in a Thursday cere¬ 
mony at the 101st Airborne 
Division (Air Assault) Head¬ 
quarters. 

Pereira is assigned to Com¬ 
pany A, 1st Battalion, 502d 
Infantry Regiment (Strike), 
2nd Brigade Combat Team, 
101st Airborne Division (Air 


Assault). 

The Distinguished Service 
Cross is second only to the 
Medal of Honor, and this will 
be the first such honor 
awarded to a 101st Airborne 
Division (Air Assault) soldier 
since the Division’s service in 
Vietnam. 

Pereira and his squad were 
returning from a dismounted 
patrol in Senjaray, 
Afghanistan, when a suicide 
motorcycle-borne explosive 


device detonated in the mid¬ 
dle of his squad 
as they at¬ 
tempted to 
enter their com¬ 
bat outpost. 

Two soldiers 
were killed in¬ 
stantly, while 
four others 
were severely 
wounded, including his 
squad leader and fellow team 
leader. Pereira sustained 


shrapnel wounds to his 
spleen, liver and left lung. 

While soldiers struggled to 
gain situational awareness, 
the enemy initiated a com¬ 
plex ambush, firing on the 
patrol from an estimated 
seven fighting positions with 
small arms and rocket-pro¬ 
pelled grenades. His lung be¬ 
ginning to collapse, he 
struggled to breathe. 

With little regard for his

Center seeks to put end to child abuse

April is National Child 
Abuse Prevention Month, but 
despite prevention agencies’ 
best efforts, child abuse is 
still very prevalent in Chris¬ 
tian County. 

The Pennyrile Children’s 
Advocacy Center at 409 E. 
Seventh St. in Hopkinsville is 
a safe place where abused 
children can come for protec¬ 
tion, to be examined and to 
provide information to offi¬ 
cials about how they had 
been abused without fear of 
reprisal by the abusers. 

Debbie Outland is the med¬ 
ical unit coordinator and of¬ 
fice manager for PCAC who 
works with children and their 
parents when they come to 


the center. She works with 
the Kentucky Department of 
Community Based Services 
to ensure the children are 
taken care of and the perpe¬ 
trator is brought to justice. 

Children who come to the 
center must be accompanied 
by a parent of law enforce¬ 
ment official. Most of the 
rooms at the center have toys 
and other fun things for the 
children. The foyer has a 
large dollhouse built by in¬ 
mates at the penitentiary in 
Eddyville. 

They are then given a foren¬ 
sic interview, where a trained 
detective will speak with the 
child. The interview is video¬ 
taped to help with the prose¬ 
cution of the offender and so 
the child doesn’t have to re-

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Drug arrests increase in March

The number of drug arrests 
made in the city of Oak Grove for 
the month of March was more 
than double that of January and 
February combined, according to 
the activity report issued by the 
Oak Grove Police Department. 

OGPD officers made 21 drug 
arrests in the month of March, 
compared to six in January and 
four in February. Drug arrests 
made by the K-9 Unit also in¬ 


creased dramatically, as canine 
officer Ares contributed to 14 
drug arrests in March, compared 
to seven in January and five in 
February. 

Oak Grove police officers had 
1,792 activities in March, up 5.7 
percent from February’s total of 
1,696 and up 93.7 percent over 
March 2011. 

Service calls accounted for the 
most activities, with 448 being 
made, up 11.4 percent over last 
month. There were 272 miscella¬ 
neous calls, 238 officer assists 


and 203 moving violations is¬ 
sued. Moving violations in¬ 
creased 43 percent over the 
number of citations issued last 
month — the largest single-cate- 
gory increase — while officer as¬ 
sists decreased by 31.2 percent 
from last month, the largest sin¬ 
gle-category decrease for the 
month of March.

Chief cited for ignoring officers

Oak Grove Volunteer Fire De¬ 
partment Chief and city safety of¬ 
ficer Greg Bequette was cited in 
Hopkinsville on April 4 for ignor¬ 
ing directions given by Hop¬ 
kinsville police officers who had 
responded to accident. 

HPD officers had responded to 
an injury accident on Pembroke 
Road at the Pennyrile Parkway 
overpass when Bequette came 
upon the scene, traveling east- 
bound on Pembroke Road. 

According to the police report, 
officers had noticed nails in the 


roadway that had fallen out of 
the vehicles involved in the acci¬ 
dent, causing a safety hazard. To 
prevent vehicles from driving 
over the nails, officers blocked 
the road with a stationary police 
car with its emergency lights on. 

Bequette approached the acci¬ 
dent scene and drove around the 
blocking police car, into the cen¬ 
ter median and around the offi¬ 
cer directing traffic. 

HPD Sgt. Erik Pacheco, who is¬ 
sued the citation, contacted the 
Christian County Emergency 
Communications Center to tell 
Bequette that Pacheco wanted to 
speak with him. 


“His response to my request to 
speak with him was ‘Why?’” the 
report stated. “Upon contact, I 
explained why and what officers 
observed.” 

Bequette was cited for failure to 
give the right of way to an emer¬ 
gency vehicle and for disregard¬ 
ing signals from officers 
directing traffic. 

Bequette could not be reached 
for comment. Oak Grove Mayor 
Dan Potter declined to comment.

“We did a canvass of 
the neighborhood to 
see if anybody saw 
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anything. As of right 
now, we have no fur¬ 
ther leads as to who set 
the house on fire.” 

People can provide 
information anony¬ 
mously by calling the 
Crimestoppers toll-free 
number at 1-887-490- 
TIPS (-8477). Should 
the information lead to 
an arrest, that person 
will be contacted and 
provided a cash reward 
of up to $1,000. 

“The victim said she 
didn’t have any prob¬ 
lems with anyone 
other than that sus¬ 
pect, so we are kind of 
at a dead end right 
now,” Hernandez said.

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Country needs series of miracles, beginning with finances 


F latly stated, our 
country needs a 
series of miracles 
to survive overwhelming 
internal and external prob¬ 
lems that have reached 
gigantic proportions. Our 
failure to resolve any one 
of these hot spots can 
result in the dissolution 
of our advanced and very 
“taken for granted” life 
style. 

No. 1 on this list of 
apparent “democracy kill¬ 
ers” is the state of our 
finances. We must either

immediately become financially res¬ 
ponsible or we will suffer a national 
“meltdown” of worth unparalleled 
anywhere in the span of our relatively 
short history. 

It is so apparent we have no real 
plan for fixing our dismal financial 
predicament. It does not take an 
economic guru to determine that this 
problem cannot be solved over night 
as many “people in the know” state to 
you. Rather, with the right decisions 
and the unyielding support of the 
American people, I feel comfortable 
it could be achieved in about 25 years. 

We have been taught there is 
a tendency that ledger balances 
can change to the good overnight 
by utilizing some creative tactics. 
Under a long range plan, progress 
will immediately and constantly 
occur — but to reach the point of 
total achievement, meaning victory 
over debt, will take time. In other 
words; ridding America of enormous 
public debt and making the dollar 
“rock solid” will take every bit of 25 
years. The main idea must be to get 
financially responsible right now and 
work our plan; the end result will 
be worth the effort. Presently we 
have no real plan for resurrecting 
anything, especially our fiscal health. 

There are efforts underway to 
decrease our annual budget deficit of 
approximately $1.3 trillion. The cuts 
are coming from the Department 
of Defense and other government 
departments. For the present, and I 
do mean only the present, programs 
such as Social Security, Medicare, 
and Medicaid are off the table. 


These proposed cuts will 
amount to a few hundred 
billion but that will just slow 
our fall face first into the mud. 

It’s the same as being on 
a sinking ship in that you 
are taking on two gallons of 
water a minute but have the 
pumping capacity to pump 
out one gallon. We will just 
take longer to go under. 

Congress must understand 
that the problem originated 
with the annual overspent 
budget and its willingness 
to pass it into law. It appears 
eager now to reform a 
problem it created ... a very grave 


problem. 

The two factors that must concern 
us the most are; 1) what is our 
dollar really worth and, 2) how 
many of them do we owe? The 
simple answer is very little and 
a lot of them. 

Our national goal should 
be to stabilize our dollar for 
the long run and start paying 
our debt back. Without 
accomplishing this, our money 


achieved. 

About 5 billion years ago, the “Big 
Bang” sent big chunks of matter 
through space, thus, forming the 
universe. Our molten sphere was 
made of gases and metals, including 
the most precious of all, gold. Hence 
the “gold standard” became a reality. 
I missed a few steps and a few billion 
years, but it was the end product that 
is important... gold. 

We have about $829 billion in paper 
money and coinage in circulation. 
It is replaced periodically through 
Federal Reserve banks as it wears 
out. It is backed up by absolutely 
nothing other than the confidence the 
world has in our money. This is what 
causes a perpetual inflation rate. We 
desire a system much more reliable 



will always depend on what stupidity 
happens in other parts of the world 
like, for instance, the financial crisis 
of Greece, Italy and now Spain. 

Some economists believe that 
it is far more prudent to keep the 
economy inspired rather than be 
overconcerned about our huge 
national debt. With a good economy 
our “floating dollar” is worth more 
on the world market. Our money 
should be worth a certain amount, 
but inflation figures don’t agree. 

How do you maintain trust in the 
currency of a nation that owes more 
debt than all other industrial nations 
combined? Our economy is as fragile 
as Chinese porcelain dolls that have 
been dropped from an aircraft at 
35,000 feet without a parachute (and 
expect her not to shatter as she hits 
the ground.) 

When our economy falters, as does 
are buying power thus, inflation goes 
through the roof. The floating dollar 
is sometimes stable and sometimes 
not. Global banking has brought 
on many problems for America and 
will continue to do so if a fix is not 


and much more consistent in order to 
stabilize our roller coaster dollar. We 
have had and desperately need our 
gold standard back. 

The United States owns the 
most gold of any nation — that fact 
certainly surprised me. We have 
on hand over 4,000 metric tons of 
the precious metal tucked away in 
federal depositories and valued at 
$147 billion. This deposit was not 
such a big deal in 1970 when gold was 
selling for $30 an ounce. But now it is 
$1,600 an ounce. This gold belongs 
to me, you and every American. This 
is the closest thing to real money this 
nation has. 

As a matter of fact, this is the 
only real money the country has. 


What I would like for our nation to 
do is make those long range plans to 
return to the gold standard. 

America can return to the gold 
standard. It won’t happen overnight 
but in stages. We are currently 
too dragged down by the global 
economy to make good decisions 
about anything. The experts are all 
confused over what could be a very 
simple, very adequate, financial 
reclamation. 

We have about $829 billion in cir¬ 
culating money backed by nothing, 
$16 trillion of debt that is very real, 
and $147 billion in gold bullion. 

I understand that it is extremely 
difficult to once again establish a gold 
standard when we are faced with a 
massive amount of debt. There will 
be precise steps necessary to 
begin our long journey back 
to fiscal well-being which 
must be accomplished in a 
perfect manner. 

Cutting the amount 
of circulating money, 
accumulating more gold 
through better extraction 
methods, and eliminating 


our national debt a little at time by the 
initiation of paying our national debt 
interest with our floating dollar but 
the beginning of paying our interest 
on all loans in gold. 

The return to the gold standard 
will be possible; however, it will not 
happen overnight. It may take quite 
some negotiations with our lenders 
but the future will immediately 
brighten with its initiation. It will be 
satisfying to display to the rest of 
the world that we can manage the 
resources of America. 

Even more important we as 
Americans are the “Top Guns” in 
world economics, and the only 
country in the world on the gold 
standard.

Chilling parallels to Obama’s missile defense moves 


President Obama has 
caused quite a stir with a 
private comment made to 
Russian President Dimitri 
Medvedev. 

In discussing missile de¬ 
fense, Obama suggested he 
would be prepared to yield 
to Russian demands after 
the November election. 

“This is my last election,” 
said Obama, not know¬ 
ing his words were being 
picked up by an open microphone. 
“After my election, I have more flex¬ 
ibility.” A pleased Medvedev replied: 
“I understand. I will transmit this in¬ 
formation to Vladimir (Putin).” 

This is a big deal. Obama un¬ 
derstands that his longtime stance 
against U.S. missile defense — while 
in full accord with Russian leadership 
— is not popular with Americans. He 
cannot codify his stance in a formal 
agreement with Medvedev and Putin 
until after the November election — 
assuming he wins. It was a rare mo¬ 
ment when Obama was caught on 
tape expressing his true beliefs. 

Those beliefs are no surprise. 
Barack Obama has never supported 
missile defense. In 2008, he openly 
campaigned to “cut investments.” It 
is most unfortunate that Americans 
would elect to the White House a 
man who rejects missile defense. 
Time and time again, in poll after 
poll, the vast majority of Americans 
have stated that if a nuclear missile 


were fired at the United 
States, we should have a 
missile-defense system (we 
do not) that would shoot it 
down. They believe this de¬ 
spite voting for Democratic 
presidential nominees who 
blocked missile defense: 
A1 Gore, John Kerry, and 
Obama. 

That said, I was taken 
aback by the historical iro¬ 
ny of Obama’s comment to 
Medvedev. It came 29 years almost 
to the day that Ronald Reagan, on 
March 23, 1983, announced his Stra¬ 
tegic Defense Initiative. More fitting, 
Obama’s remarks came precisely 
during the period in 1983 when lib¬ 
eral Democrats lined up to ridicule 
Reagan’s SDI. 

Immediately after Reagan’s an¬ 
nouncement, Sen. Ted Kennedy 
dashed to the Senate floor to mock 
the SDI speech as “misleading Red- 
scare tactics and reckless Star Wars 
schemes.” The term quickly found it¬ 
self typed into New York Times head¬ 
lines that day. 

Kennedy inspired other Demo¬ 
crats to follow suit. Sen. Daniel In- 
ouye (D-Hawaii) dismissed Reagan’s 
talk of “Buck Rogers” weapons. Bar¬ 
bara Boxer (D-CA), today a U.S. sen¬ 
ator from California, chuckled at the 
president’s “astrological dream.” The 
leftist scientist Carl Sagan, the face of 
Cosmos, a popular PBS series, joined 
the fun, howling at Reagan’s silly 


machine: “In the foreground comes 
a very attractive laser battle station,” 
guffawed Sagan, “which then makes 
a noise like bzzzt... bzzzt... bzzzt.” 

Needless to say, the Kremlin ab¬ 
solutely loved this. It was a badly 
needed gift, courtesy of America’s 
Democrats. Reagan’s announcement 
had terrified the Russians. They 
needed a way to turn the tables. They 
adored the lines about “Star Wars” 
and “Buck Rogers.” They instantly 
co-opted the language and created a 
full propaganda campaign built pre¬ 
cisely on these terms of derision by 
Democrats. 

Like with Barack Obama’s state¬ 
ment against missile defense today, 
the Russians were elated. 

That was March 1983. And yet, 
President Obama’s comments bring 
to mind another troubling histori¬ 
cal analogy. They follow Obama’s 
Sept. 17, 2009 announcement can¬ 
celing plans for joint missile defense 
between the U.S., Poland, and the 
Czech Republic — former “Captive 
Nations” of the Soviet Bloc that have 
become superb U.S. allies, and who 
still fear the Russians. Obama’s ac¬ 
tion was a shocking betrayal of these 
two allies, and it was done to mollify 
Vladimir Putin and the Russians. 

Poles and Czechs were stunned. 
But Poles especially were aghast at 
the timing of Obama’s decision: It 
came exactly 70 years to the day — 
Sept. 17, 1939 — that Stalin’s Red 
Army, in compliance with the Hitler- 


Stalin Pact, invaded Poland. The So¬ 
viets thereby joined the Nazis in as¬ 
saulting Poland and starting World 
War II. Among other calamities for 
Poland, such as the Katyn Woods 
massacre, this joint attack made pos¬ 
sible the Warsaw Ghetto and Aus¬ 
chwitz. Poland somehow survived, 
but its Jews did not. 

Back then, too, in September 1939, 
Poland was virtually defenseless, and 
Uncle Sam didn’t help. 

This time, in September 2009, 
Poles and Czechs were asking for 
something much simpler: a U.S. 
commitment to the joint missile-de¬ 
fense system that America had prom¬ 
ised under its previous president. No 
American troops were requested, no 
American tanks, planes, rifles, bul¬ 
lets, grenades. Only a defense sys¬ 
tem. 

President Obama reversed that 
promise on Sept. 17, 2009. 

Many Poles saw the move as an¬ 
other painful example of Uncle Sam 
siding with Russia at Poland’s ex¬ 
pense and to Poland’s detriment, a 
tragic history that goes back to Yalta 
in February 1945. 

President Obama’s moves on mis¬ 
sile defense contain some chilling 
historical parallels. This is not good. 

Will any of this matter to Obama’s 
supporters? No, it won’t.

Outland said that a 
great part of the security 
the center provides for 
the children is the fact 
that all of the examina¬ 
tions and interviews are 
done in one place. 

Dr. Travis Calhoun 
performs medical exam¬ 
inations for the center. 
The medical room at the 
center is equipped with 
two colposcope examin¬ 
ing tools provided 
through a grant from 
the Kentucky Colonels. 

The colposcope is able 
to closely examine sen- 
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sitive areas. The PCAC 
has clothes that children 
can change into if 
needed. Rebecca 

Woodrow of the Penny¬ 
royal Center comes to 
the PCAC on Wednes¬ 
days to give therapy ses¬ 
sions. 

If someone suspects 
child abuse, Hull recom¬ 
mends first calling any 
law enforcement 

agency. People can call 
911, the Christian 
County Sheriff’s Office 
at 270-887-4143, the 
Hopkinsville Police De¬ 
partment at 270-890- 
1500, Oak Grove Police 
Department at 270-439- 
4602 or Pembroke Po¬ 
lice Department at 
270-475-4343. 

The PCAC saw more 
than 300 children last 
year alone, with 157 
from Christian County. 

“One of the highest 
statistics says that 


abusees become 

abusers. That’s in child 
abuse, physical abuse, 
domestic abuse — any¬ 
thing,” Outland said. 

“That’s one of the 
main reasons we put 
them into therapy is to 
stop the cycle,” Hull 
said. “DCBS will tell you 
the same thing: In ther¬ 
apy, the goal is to break 
the cycle. You break the 
cycle, and the cases will 
be reduced. 

“The best way to make 
it safe is to put those 
bad guys in jail, and this 
center is so, so impor¬ 
tant to make that hap¬ 
pen.”

concerned with the 
safety of Morris’s other 
children because there 
have been previous in¬ 
vestigations of abuse. 

About three weeks be¬ 
fore he was arrested, 
Morris brought his 
daughter, Alayna Adair, 
into Gateway Medical 
Center in Clarksville, 
Tenn., to have her arm 
examined. Her left 
elbow was swollen and 
bruised, according to 
state records. She also 
had been vomiting and 
had bruises on her body, 
according to records 
from the Kentucky Cab¬ 
inet for Health and Fam¬ 
ily Services. 

Morris first told a 
nurse that Adair’s arm 
was already broken 
when he picked her up 
from her mother’s 
house three days earlier. 
He then said he didn’t 
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know how it happened. 
Later, Morris told a cab¬ 
inet member that Adair 
injured herself on a slip- 
and-slide. 

On July 2, Oak Grove 
police were called to 
Morris’ home on Pem¬ 
broke-Oak Grove Road. 
When they arrived, the 
3-year-old Adair was 
unconscious and barely 
breathing, police said. 
Morris told police that 
the child hit her head 
after falling in a bath¬ 
tub. An autopsy showed 
that she died from blunt 
force trauma to the 
head. 

Morris was arrested 
later that month in 
Texas. 

The social worker who 
handled the broken arm 
report, Donna M. Cur- 
rey, retired from the 
cabinet after she re¬ 
ceived a letter saying 


her managers planned 
to fire her. The letter 
pointed out many areas 
in which the cabinet felt 
Currey had mishandled 
the report. 

As part of his release, 
Morris cannot have con¬ 
tact with any children, 
including his. 

Self told Morris that if 
he broke any of the con¬ 
ditions of his release, “I 
will yank you back in 
just immediately.” Mor¬ 
ris nodded that he un¬ 
derstood. 

For future meetings, 
Faust said he would visit 
Morris at Fort Campbell. 
Other than court hear¬ 
ings, Morris is not al¬ 
lowed to leave the 
installation. 

He has a trial date set 
for May 14.

own safety or care, 
Pereira refused medical 
treatment and instead 
commandeered an all- 
terrain vehicle and 
moved back into heavy 
enemy fire to provide an 
evacuation platform for 
his wounded comrades. 
He was able to move the 
vehicle within 20 meters 
(22 yards) of his fellow 
soldiers who were 
pinned down by enemy 
fire, but was unable to 
gain effective cover. 

Pereira immediately 
provided suppressive 
fire from the vehicle, al¬ 
lowing two of his fellow 
soldiers to move two ca¬ 
sualties to the vehicle. 
As bullets ricocheted off 
the vehicle and nar¬ 
rowly missed Pereira, 
he continued to provide 
fire direction for the re¬ 
maining soldiers on the 
ground. 

Pereira then quickly 
pulled the vehicle back 
into the entrance of the 
outpost, where medics 
were standing by to re¬ 
ceive the casualties. He 
helped move the casual¬ 
ties to care, then moved 
back into enemy fire a 
second time to continue 
evacuating and direct¬ 
ing his fellow soldiers. 

Pereira is credited 
with saving the lives of 
two of his fellow sol¬ 
diers while risking his 
own on multiple occa¬ 
sions. It was only after 
all of the wounded sol¬ 
diers had been evacu¬ 
ated and were receiving 
medical care that he ac¬ 
cepted treatment him¬ 
self.

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STEM plants seeds of advanced education

FORT CAMPBELL — Once 
students have the roots of ed¬ 
ucation, taking the plant anal¬ 
ogy one step further, it is time 
to build on the stem — or, in 
this case, STEM. 

“STEM” stands for Science, 
Technology, Engineer and 
Mathematics, and is an edu¬ 
cational initiative catching on 
nationwide. 

Fort Campbell High School 
held its first STEMposium on 
Monday and Tuesday in the 
school library, and FCHS stu¬ 
dents were learning about ro¬ 
botics hands-on, constructing 
robots and having them re¬ 
spond to auditory commands, 
visual commands and even 
direct programming. 

“We’re trying to get as 


many robots in our school as 
possible,” said FCHS physics 
teacher Phil McCarty. “Kids 
live in a virtual world now. I 
grew up hands-on something 
all the time, and we’re trying 
to bring that back. We want to 
bring more things in for more 
hands-on. 

“These little robots also 
hook into some Vernier 
equipment I have, with all dif¬ 
ferent kinds of sensors. So, 
really, the only limit to these 
things is our imaginations.” 

Students gathered in 
groups to work on different 
kinds of robotics using equip¬ 
ment provided by Lego. 
While some groups con¬ 
structed and programmed ro¬ 
bots, Dr. Daniel Freeman of 
Fort Knox Schools set up an 
entire robotic city in which

Even the 
New York Yankees have 
fallen into the trap of 
being too loyal to play¬ 
ers such as Derek Jeter 
and Alex Rodriguez 
who earn money far be¬ 
yond their value while 
their production falls 
like a rock. 

The Florida (now 
Miami) Marlins, Ana¬ 
heim Angels, Chicago 
White Sox, San Fran¬ 
cisco Giants and 
Philadelphia Phillies 
have as many World Se¬ 
ries championships over 
the last 10 years as the 
Yankees do with one, 
and they aren’t spend¬ 
ing upwards of 200 mil¬ 
lion dollars a year.

robots were pro¬ 
grammed to make it 
more environment- 
friendly, activiating 
wind turbines, placing 
solar panels on houses 
and taking down 
smokestacks that con¬ 
tained pollutants harm¬ 
ful to the environment. 

Several professionals 
came to assist with the 
STEMposium, including 
Dr. Amishi Castelli of 
the U.S. Department of 
Transportation, 

“I’ve been talking 
about what I do for the 
Department of Trans¬ 
portation as an environ¬ 
mental scientist,” 
Castelli said. “I’ve been 
talking about what my 
education is and what 
my background is so 
that the kids who are in¬ 
terested in science ca¬ 
reers can at least see an 
environmental scientist 
and see what the day-to- 
day life is like.

kits are actually ele¬ 
mentary; they’re built 
for ages 8 and up,” she 
said. “But, because they 
are involved so much in 
the programming, it 
creates a really good 
tool for critical thinking 
and problem solving 
and reasoning — all of 
that put together in one 
kit, and this is what 
we’re trying to teach 
now is 21st-Century 
skills.” 

“They have to brain¬ 
storm, they have to 
think about ‘What do 
we need this to do, and 
how are we going to 
make it work?”’ Butler 
added. “Within the sci¬ 
entific method, they are 
all basically the same 
things. You have a prob¬ 
lem, you brainstorm on 
how to solve the prob¬ 
lem, you test it an dif it 
doesn’t work, you go 
back and go through the 
whole process again. 
That’s where the critical 
thinking comes in. 

“Later on, they will be 
learning how to pro¬ 
gram it, to do those cer¬ 
tain operations and so 
on.” 

The STEMposium has 
proven to be popular 
with the students at 
FCHS, and the adminis¬ 
tration intends to not 
only keep the initiative 
but to build on it. 

“This will be an an¬ 
nual event,” said Lillian 
Butler. “This is some¬ 


thing that we will focus 
on every year. We will 
probably have this right 
before registration so 
students will have the 
opportunity to see 
what’s out there in the 
classes that they might 
not know they had an 
interest in until they see 
it. 

“They are in the 
process of registering 
now. In fact, (Monday), 
I brought my Power¬ 
Point class down here 
and looked around for a 
little bit. When we got 
back into class, I had 
two kids pull out their 
registration cards and 
— ‘I’m taking that ro¬ 
botics!’ ‘I’ll take green 
tech, too!”’ 

Butler said that the 
school is trying to en¬ 
courage girls and mi¬ 
norities to take an 
interest in scientific 
fields. Those are demo¬ 
graphic areas that are 
under-represented in 
those fields. 

Students have taken 
field trips to a local 
landfill and Kentucky 
Dam to see the way that 
those areas are produc¬ 
tive while being ecol¬ 
ogy-friendly. 

“It’s given them some 
real-world experiences 
as well as practical ex¬ 
periences,” Butler said. 
“They have to do a lot of 
research and building. 
It’s just fabulous that 
you can cover four dis¬ 
ciplines in one class.” 

The Department of 
Defense Education Ac¬
